Russian Fleet Retires.

land that the Askold was sinking and 
tho NovIR was little better off. One 
of tho Russian torpedo boats sank off 
Hulithnuso 'joint. 
Jt Is reported here, 


though not conflrme'd, that the A&ko'.t! 
went down before she could gain tho 
harbor.

Tho extent to wlilch the war domin- 


ates the financial markets In Europe 
Is seen by the numerous failures In 
Berlin, Paris, and other centres, due 
to speculations baaed upon the mis- 
taken theory that hostilities between 
Russia and Japan would bo averted. 
Whether the troubles of those who 
erred in this respect arc ciiilod or not 
cannot bo told at tills time, and it re- 
mains to be seen what further de- 
velopments will bring forth. No doubt 
these troubles have been aggravated 
by large operations for tho fall, which 
precipitated a temporary panic on the 
Paris Bourse, and was not at all sur- 
jirislng In view of the Immense hold- 
Ings of Russian bonds in 
France. 


Thuit far neither Russia nor Japan 
has made any actual 
attempts 
to 


place war loans on the International 
markets, both having thus far mut 
Increased . expenditures from 
their 


own resources. It is-Imposstblc, how- 
ever, ^o feel any certainty in this res- 
pect, and should the war proye of long 
duration or very costly ono or both of 
the contestants will be obliged to tap 
tho world's money market. 
Prudent 


foreign bankers are, therefore, espec- 
ially careful about their commitments 
and nro likely to remain so until the 
Issue of tho war seems more certain 
than nt present. This does not imply 
any unsoundncss in tho foreign flnan 
clnl markets, but simply Is n neccs 
sary preparedness for new demands 
or surprises, which our own bankers 
also have in view. A good deal of un- 
easiness certainly \oxh$jp regarding 
the situation In tho Balktns. where 
Russian intrigue on the one hand and 
Turkish misrule on the other have 
keptithat part of Europe In an unhap- 
py ferment for years. Any weaken 
Ing of Russian power or prestige In 
tho Far East Is sure to weaken her 
Influence In the-Balking,, and hence 
stimulate European unrpst; In short, 
tho check to Russian ambitions which 
mjust fjoljow 
should1, 'Japan succoerl 


will Inevitably have world-wide con- 
sequences. How serious the disturb 
ance or conflagration may 
become 


no one can tell; but every Intelligent 
observer appreciates that the cause 
of civilization will bo immensely ad- 
vanced by curtailment of the stand 
ards of government and progress rep- 
resented by Russia of today.

quite safe to predfct, therefore, that 
the world's financial markets will be 
strengthened by Japanese 
ultimate 


success, because that would lead to 
freer and more stable government as 
well as wider commercial relations 
with portions of the earth that arc 
ready for modern Ideas and improve- 
ments.
